Agriculture is about to experiment 
with the grasses of Russia and Siberia 
on the arid plains at the west. Tbe in- 
troduction of these grasses is soon to 
commence, and Nevada will no doubt 
secure her share of them. 


In this connection the Silver State 


says that the introduotioB ot new 
grasses should be made with intelli- 
gence and caotiou, or unfortunate re- 
sults are likely to follow, as was the 
ease with the Bermuda grass when in- 
trodaoed in certain portions of Cali- 
fornia. It grew so large and coarse in 
that soil that it was useless f er feed or 
fodder, and after it had takea root it 
was difficult to dislodge it. Of tbe 
foreign grasses, alfalfa is the best that 
baa yet been tested, and will doubtless 
remain in the lead in Nevada for many 
years to come. Experiments should 
be made at first upon a small scale and 
no lirftj tracts seeded until the quality 
and yield ht*v« bean thoroughly tested.

Bassisi and England is demanding tbe 
attention of tbe United States. Tbe 
proposed division of that ancient em- 
pire by tbe nations of Europe, led by 
Russia in tbe work ot partition, re 
quires observation by oar government 
and, if need be, such positive action as 
will prevent sovereignty over any por- 
tion ot that country by either Russia 
or England. The United States is nol 
in a position to allow a partition ol 
China without a fall understanding of 
terms included in tbe intended work 
of division, and should it be that the 
terms will in any way interfere with 
oar treaty rights, a protest that will be 
heard around the world should be 
mads by our government. Russia and 
England will not ear* to raffle the 
feathers of the eagle too muoh in the 
matter of division.

a clean thing as to give such assurance 
on the part of those engaged in it that 
they will become aggressors against 
those who are honestly looking on for 
the protection ot individual rights. 
The action of Russia has gone so far in 
the direction ot an intended appropri- 
ation of .a large portion of Chinese 
territory that the United States gov< 
ernment is not inclined to allow it to> 
proceed farther without a full knowl- 
edge ot tbe purposes of that country, 
Things will in time, without other ex- 
planation, develep in a way that will 
show tbe people of the United States 
the necessity there ia for our govern- 
ment to obtain as speedily as possible 
a permanent foothold In the Orient for 
the protection of onr trade on tbe Pa- 
oiflo and in the Orient, and for tbe 
protection of onr western coast against 
tbe future aggressiveness of Earopesa 
nations.

The Good Springs 
camp is near the old and well known 
Keystone mine, which ia now under 
bond to a New York syndicate. 


The Searchlight camp, in "White Fine 


district, ia twelve miles from the Col- 
orado river. It contains six mines, 
renently sold to Boston people. They 
will shortly erect a plant for treating 
their ores on the Oolorado river. Three 
hundred men are employed in Search- 
light It is a gsod camp. 


Beoent surveys for a railroad line 


between Milford and Mojave pass 
through the camp. Mr. Newly will 
shortly return to White Pine on official 
business. 


Fire at Virginia. 


A fire started about 10 o'clock yes- 


terday forenoon in a three-story frame 
building on C street, Virginia City, 
occupied by M. Miasevicb and James 
Minnooh as a candy store and E. Con- 
nelly, a tailor. 
The building was 


burned and a brick building owned by 
Richard Jennings on B street was de- 
stroyed. A tenement building owned 
by James Douglas waa partly destroyed 
aud a barber's ehop and the Delta 
saloon slightly damaged. The wind 
was blowing a gale, and for a time the 
entire city was threatened with de- 
struction. The store-keepers' stocks 
were ruined by water. The loss is 
astimated at about 95,000.

Grafting FossiMUtlee. 


J. W. Graves of Lathrop has discov- 


ered on his place a remarkable freak 
ia the grain line. Itia a plant which 
stoolad oat into twenty stalks, each of 
which baa a head composed of rye.oats 
and barley. Mr. Graves intends to let 
the seed mature and experiment with 
it.—Stockton Mail. 


The apparent phenomenon was evi- 


dently the effect of grafting, from 
which process the most wonderful re- 
sults are attainable. Mr. A. D. Amliar 
of Sky Valley informs a JOURNAL re- 
porter that last year he successfully 
grafted watermelon, eantelope, cucum- 
ber, citron and muekmelon scions upon 
a pumpkin vine, and that they all 
flourished as from the original aeed. 
He even regretted on grafted vines and 
the result was equally successful. Ha 
had an acre of this intermixed crop, 
amounting to over five tone of this 
assorted vine fruit, which literally 
covered the ground, and which ap- 
peared, as in reality they were, the 
product of a single seed and vine. This 
ysar Mr. Amliar will experiment with 
tbe potato and tomato vine, and per- 
haps make some, tests of the capacity 
ot the mountain mahogany tree to pro- 
duce persimmons, mulberries, crab- 
apples and pine nnts, all of which he 
believes to be within the range ot the 
grafting process, intelligently and 
scientifically applied.
